a letter dated at Seattle in which a 
most pitiful appeal was made to "pro- 
tect" him in case the matter leaked 
out. 
Dalzelle wrote that he admitted 


that he made a mistake, that he In- 
tended restitution, that 
he did 
not 


know why he'made such a 'break ami 
that if his friend would protect him he 
would make good the amount he had 
secured bj- an alleged forgery. 


CANNOT BE 'FOUND. 


This letter came two weeks ago. 


Nothing has been heard 
of Dalzelle 


since. 
He has not made restitution. 


The check Is in the hands of Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Abe Leach.

Alfred Charles MacDonald last, 


night at 10:30 o'clock shot and 
instantly killed Joseph Mello at 
the former's home in Pleasanton. 
Mello formerly lived at the Mac- 
Donald home. Early last even- 
ing Mrs. MacDonald wanted to 
go to the skating rink, but per- 
mission was denied her by her 
husband. His denial resulted^in a 
quarrel, after which Mrs. Mac- 
Donald left the house. 


During her 
absence Mac- 


Donald secreted himself behind 
a lounge in the sitting-room. 
After he had been there over an 
hour, Mrs. MacDonald ^returned 
to her home in company with her 
friend and admirer, Joseph Mello. 


They both went through the 
house in search of MacDonald, 
and after visiting all the rooms, 
the woman remarked, "He is not 
here." The couple then seated 
themselves in the sitting-room 
and Mrs. MacDonald told 
the 


story of her quarrel with her hus- 
band to Mello. 


The latter severely criticized 


the husband for his conduct and 
took strong sides with the wife 
and lost no opportunity to de- 
nounce MacDonald, even going 
so .far as to tell the wife to quit 
her husband. It is further stated 
that he placed his arm around 
Mrs. 
MacDonald, deeply sym- 


pathizing with her and advising 


her to leave her home. 


In the meantime, MacDonald 


was peeping over the top of the 
lounge and not only heard what 
was said, but actually saw every- 
thing taking place. 


When the conversation and ac- 


tions proceeded to a point where 
MacDonald could no longer stand 
the strain, he stood up behind the 
lounge and denounced Mello as a 
home wrecker. The latter grab- 
bed a chair, and while he was 
bringing it down on his oppon- 
ent's head, MacDonald, who had 
already drawn his pistol, fired, 
the bullet entering Mello's heart 
killing, him 
instantly. Mac-

the right hand aide, not far from the 
rear door. 


HOW THEY SAT. 


AMs said that he thought McNulty 


waa about six feet from the door. Frlck 
then wanted to know where Miss Olsen 


sitting and Alvla said that she was 


rot right up against the window, but 


It. Then he had Alvis fix his po- 


sition and Alvis aald that when he final- 
ly began watching McNulty" he got over 
on the left side of the door, and that he 
could see one side of McNulty's face and 
one eye. 


The petitions as to distance were then 


fixed about as follows: Miss Olsen was 
about ten feet In front of McNulty, and 
to the left of him about «lx feet. Alvis 
stood behind McNulty about six feet and 
to the left of him about five feet. In this 
position McNiiltr had to look across Al- 
vts* range and ahead. 


EYING MISS OLSEN. 


The witness maintain that he couM 


see sufficient to make him sure that 
McNulty was eying Miss Olsen, and al- 
so that the look was of such a nature 
that It waa more than a stare and as 
near as he was able to explain it, was 
what might be termed a "lustful" look. 


When Miss Olsen came to get off the 


car the witness stated that his susplc 
Ions were confirmed. McNulty arose be- 
fore she did and came out on; to the rear 
platform, and was standing there when 
Miss 'O'ceh came back to get out 
The 


witness stated tliat McNulty then tasked 
right at Miss Olscn, and then looked at 
her from head to foot, as though he 
were "sizing her up." Miss Olsen. he 
said, got oft the oar and started around 
the rear of It and Just then McKultjr 
started to ali^'hi. and he gave the mo- 
torman the bell, and the car was again 
brought to a standstill. McNulty getting 
off in the meantime. He did not watch 
ilm to see where he 'went. 


SHOWS HIS BADGE.

Just how many people got on the 
car on the trip out, and, secondly, si* to 
whether the fare represented by Mc- 
Nulty's badge had been accounted for. 
Alvis stated that the rule of the com- 
pany, while It called for the badge* to 
be accounted for,, waa not strictly en- 
forced, and he was not positive whether 
on the night In question he made a not* 
of It or not. 


FIXi:O IN MIND. 


A long series of questions were also 


put to him by Frlck as to how some of 
the other pacsongera In the car wet* 
dressed on .the night In question. Alrt* 
stated that he had had no particular 
reason for noting them, and that he had 
not even tried to recollect 
He admit- 


ted that he could not give any descrip- 
tion of the way In which any of the other 
people In the car were dreased, but ac- 
counted for it by the statement that 
when asked two or three days later he 
recollected McKulty's riding out with 
him and the whole thing became fixed a*. 
his mind.

Frlck also wanted to know of the wit-, 


ness whether Kiss Olsen had responded 
to any of McNulty's actions, and he aald 
that he had not seen her do so. Frlek 
asked If 'cither of them spoke aa she got 
off the car, ami he said that they had 
not.

"There was no witness to the shoot- 


ing except my wife. 
I would do It 


again under the same circumstances." 


' "They would have lynched 
me, 1 


guess, If they had caught me, but I 
only did what I thought was right. 


"I could hear them outside the door 


of Judge Quinn's home suggesting that 
I ought to be lynched, and I 'could hear 
them trying at the door to get In. 


"Mello went for me with *a chair. 


Look where he caught me with one 
of the legs over this ear (Indicating a 
blood-lncrusted cut on the left side of 
the head). 


"I shot him only once. I gave my- 


self up to Justice Qulnn, of Pleasan- 
ton, and then was driven by Constable 
Locke to Hayward, where we stayed in 
the Villa Hotel last night. This morn- 
Ing we took the electric car and came 
to the Jail in this city." 


This was an epitomized story, told 


without 
much 
embarassment, of the 


manner in which Al Charles MacDon- 
ald, a horse-trainer, killed Joseph Mel- 
lo, a plumber, tinner and hardware 
dealer and one of .the most prominent 
merchants of Pleasanton. 


The shot struck Mello in the region 


of the heart, and death ensued Imme- 
diately. 


The fatal result of trie shooting was 


learned by Constable Locke in response 
to a telephone message from him to 
Pleasanton sent from the office of the 
county jail in this city while MacDon- 
ald was being delivered Into the cus- 
tody of Deputy Jailer Moffitt

When the constable hung 
up 
the 


I'phone he turned to MacDonald and 
repeated the substance of the message 
in the following words: 


"Mello is dead, Al. You shot him 


through.the heart." 


."That's .good. 
He deserved It. I'd

said MacDonald seemingly 
^ unmoved 


by the announcement of the fatal re- 
sult of the shooting In which he was 
the assailant. 


MacDonald at first refused to talk,

They had 
heard of this and my wife must have gone 
to the saloon and told them.

THE PISTOL. 


MacDonald was asked whether he waa 
in the habit of keeping his pistol under 
the mattress and what kind of a gun It 
was, and replied: 
"I did not keep a pistol under the mat- 


tress. This was not my pistol. It was 
a good, big. long one; It belonged to my 
wife. She always carried a pistol and a 
knife, too, when she traveled. She would 
kill a man. 
"I then went to Judge Qulnn and gave 


myself up. I told him how everything 
happened and what had occasioned it. 


Ice Qulnn's court verifies the statement 
jf MacDonald that his marriage was per-"1 
ormed In the court of that Justice In this 
city.

Joaeph Mello, the man who was slain, 
has lone been a resident of Pleasanton, 
where he has been engaged In the plumb- 
ing, tinning and hardware business for 
a number of year*. He has always borne 
a good reputation. He has a well stocked 
store .and has been generally considered 
as.among the.most auccessful And prom- 
ising of the residents 'Of Pleasanton. .

He Is a uniciue figure among the ed- 


ucational strong men of the country,

PROMINENT EDUCATOR. 


The man who now stands at the head 


of the University of Virginia'is a Vir- 
ginian, who has gained his spurs in 
the educational realm by demonstra- 
tions of'his ability to handle big prob- 
lems of administration and education 
In aome of the most Important institu- 
tions of the South. 
He Is compara- 
tively young, only forty-four years of 
age, but already hns bean the presi- 
dent of three prominent universities of 


• the South—the universities of North 
:Carollna and Virginia and the Tulane 
:TJnlverslty at New Orleans. When but 
-twenty-flve he was Superintendent of 
Schools at 
Goldsboro, N. C.; seven 
years later was professor of history 
'and the philosophy of education at the 
,-UnlversIty of North 
Carolina; four 
'Tears later. In 1896, was unanimously 
called to the presidency of the Unlver- 
sltv of North Carolina, from which in- 
stitution he had graduated but four- 
teen years before. 
In 1900 President 


Alderman was called to the presidency 
of Tulane at New Orleans, and now is 
at the head of the University of Vir- 
ginia in his native State. He has been 
especially prominent in the councils 
and conventions of the National Edu- 
cation Association.

President Wheeler said:

It means .overcrowded, classes .taught 


by under-paid professors. In the year 
of California's greatest prosperity the 
university Is suffering poverty. 
This 


is certainly not intended; and reason- 
able indications that It could not be 
Intended may be "found in the fact that 
a university supported by all the fam- 
ilies of the State pays its teachers 
much less than our sister university 
supported by the bounty of a single 
family. Most of. our buildings are out- 
grown, 
overcrowded, 
ill-equipped, 


flimsy and altogether unworthy of the 
name of the State they herald; but all 
that Is of small matter asi compared 
with starving tho men upon whom the 
whole vitality ot the Institution de- 
pends. We are paylngr instructors, who 
have addo'd to their.'college courses 
three or more years of graduate study 
and several 
years of experience 
In 


teaching, less than $100 a month, and 
expect them to provide tho very .bread 
of life to our students. 


MORE EXPENSIVE. 


"The mechanism of the higher edu- 


cation as it ad justs itself more and 
more to the direct practice of life is 
becoming more expensive, 
ern equipment of Instruction, for 
In- 


stance, In the various branches of en- 
gineering, Is out of all relation to the 
demands of the old classroom in liter- 
ature -which was satisfied^ with sundry

ALAMEDA, March 23.—In response to 


an invitation to address the board of 
freeholders on the question of Incorpor- 
ating a plank In the new charter re- 
ferring to the liquor business, a num- 
ber of prominent citizens. Including min- 
sters of the local churches, gathered 
last night at the meeting In th« City 
Hall, and expressed their -Uews. C. C. 
Boynton spoke at length In favor of re- 
stricting the number of saloons to nine- 
teen, the present number. 
"The liquor business at best Is a very 


hard business," said Boynton, "and if you 
limit the business by competlUon you 
permit the liquor dealer to conduct his 
business along more respectable lines, 
which otherwise he cannot do. The Idea 
is simply to perpetuate present eon«- 
tlons. I do not believe such a provision 
would weaken the charter, as has been 
suggested " 
Major I. JJ. Chapman, a freeholder. 


suggested that the Prohibitionists would 
be likely to look with disfavor on the 
charter If It embodied any compromise 
measure on the liquor traffic. 
| 
Hon. E. K. Taylor, chairman of the 


freeholders, said that the Prohibition- 
ists opposed anything in the nature of a 
compromise 
They oppose the regulation 


of the saloon, because It was not an out 
and out step toward prohibition. 


"They are getting more reasonable In 


this respect,' said Rev. P. C. Maefar- 
lane. 
, Mr. Boynton said that the only objec- 
tion he had heard was that It menaced 
the passage of the charter. He thought 
that the factories coming to this city 
were bound to bring about new condi- 
tions, and that the future should he 
looked to. 
Rev. L. P. Hitchcock thought that the 


opposition would come from the out- 
side brewers. "We should boldly take a 
stand and put a limit on the saloon In- 
terests," he urged. 
Rev. William Norman Outhrle, Rev. 


Dr. Brush, Rev. Christopher Ruess and 
others took similar views. Senator Tav- 
lor said that when 'the time came ho 
would move to reduce the saloon license 
from J500 a year to $100 per quarter. 
He was not In favor of Imposing any un- 
necessary hardship upon the saloon men, 
provided the license was sufficient to 
cover the cost of police regulation, and 
to Insure the carrying on of the busi- 
ness upon right lines. 
If the liquor 
clause was inserted in the charter he 
thought the menace to the charter would 
come from 
the Prohibitionists, rather 
than from the saloonkeepers, 
although 


he admitted that the outside saloon In- 
terests would probably show their hand.

The Liquor License Agitation. 


The local agitation regarding the liquor license question dis- 


closes'the fundamentaPweakness of divided aims and inconsistent 
policies. Regulation is incompatible with prohibition, and monopoly 
is inconsistent with public control.' However, upon certain prop- 
ositions good citizenship should be agreed. 


There should not be too many saloons. 
Xo unofficial body of men or organization should be permitted 


to control the issuance of licenses or say how many shall be issued. 


Saloons should be'kept out of purely residence districts 
The laws and ordinances prohibiting the sale of liquor to 


minors and reguialirig the hours of closing should be honestly and 
fairly enforced. At'the same time, the police method of dealing 
•uith the business of publicans should be dictated by common sense, 
a spirit of fairness and with the purpose of regulation and restric- 
tion ahvavs cleat ly in mind. Being drastic in spots and indulgent 
in other spots brings the law and the police into contempt, and is_a 
glaring evidence that the purpose of regulation is lost sight of in 
en unfair enforcement oE the laws restricting the^retail liquor trade. 


There is seldom cause for legitimate complaint in the conduct 


of saloons on the principal business thoroughfares patronized by the 
better class of men. These places have 
no 
side . entrances for 


women, and will not serve drinks to either women or minors. They 
permit no disorders, because the character of their custom demands 
order and propriety 


These facts are mstrucme. It is in the low joints, where in- 


ferior liquor is sold and the avenues of approach secluded, that 
women and boys get drunk 
The character of the applicant for ? 


licence is. therefore, an important consideration 
The man who 


tries to make business by selling furtively during forbidden hours 
and who caters to women and minors should not be permitted to 
engage in the saloon business, much less invade 'purely residentia' 
localities. Too many saloons inevitably causes a resort to illega 
methods of traftic 


But the liquor business is not to be kept within the bounds of 


law and propnetry by indiscriminate attacks upon it, which drive 
the respectable and law-abiding dealers to make common cause with 
the disorderly and lawless element in repelling attempts to destroy 
the business entirely. The license system presupposes the right to 
retail liquor and security for capital invested in it, and it logically 
follows that men who pay for the privilege of selling liquor and 
conduct their business as the law directs, shall not be harassed un 
duly or classed with the disreputable elements of society. If thi 
liquor business is licensed and taxed, it cannot be outlawed and 
denied the protection accorded other branches of trade.

The two corporations went into court 
and Judge Morrow decides that the rights of the Southern Pacific 
to the deep water frontage between the Oakland mole and the train- 
ing wall are impregnable. 


This decision stands as the law of the case, unless reversed on 


appeal, as it probably will not be. We see nothing in the decision 
nor in the subject of which it disposes to warrant the vicious attacks 
that have been made upon the court. The decision does not bottle 
up Oakland nor prevent one or a dozen more overland roads reach- 
ing the bay shore, nor do any of the injurious and inflammatory acts 
charged to it. The newspapers which are molting so many feathers 
over it may well take counsel of the attorneys of the losing cor- 
poration, the Western Pacific. 
Those gentlemen know that with 


their road in the position of the Southern Pacific they would have 
done exactly as it has. 


Mr. Gould is building a very desirable railroad hitherward as 


a business matter. He wants tonnage and will exact a price for 
carrying it. The newspapers which present him as a benevolent 
Father Bountiful, spending fifty millions to build an eleemosynary 
railroad to California, that comes like the prince on a white horse 
for the release of the imprisoned maiden, are only preparing trouble 
for Mr. Gould by raising expectations that he does not think of 
satisfying.

As for Judge Morrow's decision, this State has already a bad

The Deluge Invited in Russia. 


The reactionaries appear to be once more in the saddle in 


Russia. Simultaneously with the exposure of the Czar's perfidy in 
the matter of granting his subjects constitutional government, comes 
'he announcement that the Russian government will build a new 
r.a^y at enormous cost. Although the people are frightfully em- 
poverished, business and agriculture depressed and the government 
in financial straits and burdened with a crushing debt, the first 
definite policy announced since the quelling of the disorders which 
iollov\ed the close of the disastrous war with Japan is a determina- 
tion to continue the costly scheme of militarism which has plunged 
ihe Russian people into wretchedness and poverty, and brought the 
monarch} to the brink of ruin. 


The outlook is certainly a dark one for Russia and the cause 


of peace 
Russia has never met with anything- but disasters with 


her navies. In war her ships have been invariably destroyed or 
driven from the sea to take shelter in fortified 
ports. 
In the 


Crimean War, the allies left nothing of the Black Sea fleet and the 
srreat naval establishment at Sevastopol 
The Japanese either sunk 


or captured all the ships classed as seaworthy sent against them. 
The Russians displayed no skill in seamanship and no adaptability 
for naval warfare. Their vessels showed abundant evidences of 
corruption in the admiralty, and their crews were distinguished for 
lack of intelligence and discipline. 


Yet the first thing the imperial government wants is a new 


navv. The starving peasants and languishing industries of the em- 
oire" are given little thought. The popular demand for administra- 
-non and financial reforms is treated as a cowed sentiment of rebel- 
lion. The crushing load of taxation is not deemed a matter of conse- 
quence. As long as money can be borrowed the government har- 
pies can fatten themselves in squandering' it. The country may be 
ruined, but they will get rich individually. 


"After me the deluge," said the French autocrat. The Romanoff 


dynasty seems determined to perish in the same sort of a cataclysm 
that engulfed the House of Bourbon and bedewed the soil of France 
with blood. 
In the order of things deluges are sometimes as neces- 


as they are logical sequences of acts and events. 


One of the most famous speeches ever made by the late Senator 


Vest of Missouri was delivered in course of a trial of a man who had 
wantonly shot a dog belonging to a neighbor. 
Vest represented the 


plaintiff, who demanded $200 damages. When Vest finished speak- 
ing, the jury, after a few minutes' deliberation, awarded the plaintiff 
$500. The full text of the speech follows: 


"Gentlemen of the jury: The best friend a man ' has in this 


world may turn against him and become his enemy. His son or 
daughter that he has reared with loving care may prove ungrateful. 
Those who are nearest and dearest to us, those whom we trust with 
our happiness and our good name, may become traitors to their 
faith. The money that a nian has he may lose. It flies away from 
him, perhaps when he needs it most. 
A man's reputation may be 


sacrificed in a moment of ill-considered action. 
The people who are 


prone to fall on their knees to do us honor when success is with us 
may be the first to throw the stone of malice when failure settles its 
cloud upon our heads. The one absolutely unselfish friend that man 
can have in this selfish world, the one who never deserts him, the 
one that never proves urSgrateful or treacherous, is his dog. 


"Gentlemen of the jury, a man's dog stands by him in prosperity 


and in poverty, in health and in sickness. He will sleep on the cold 
ground, where the wintry winds blow and the snow drives fiercely, 
if only he may be near his master's side. He will kiss the hand that 
has no food to offer, he will lick the wounds and sores that come 
from encounter with the roughness of the world. He guards the 
sleep of his pauper master as if he were a prince. When_all other 
friends desert he remains. When riches take wings and reputation 
falls to pieces he is as constant in his love as the sun in its journey 
through the heavens. 
If fortune drives the master forth an outcast 


in the world friendless and homeless, the faithful dog asks no higher 
privilege than that of accompanying him to guard against danger, to 
fight against his enemies, and when the last scene of all comes, and 
death takes the master in its embrace and his body is laid away in 
the cold ground, no matter if all other friends pursue their way, 
there by his graveside will the noble dog be found, his head between 
his paws, his eyes sad but open in alert watchfulness, faithful and 
true even to death."
